Surrender Jake Banks, 


Negro 


LITTLE ROCK.—A rumor that Jake 
anks, negro, under sentence of death 
or the slaying of Mark M. Goodson, 
ormer patrolman, will be turned over 
o Texas prison authorities, where he 
s wanted to complete a 99-year sent- 
nce, is believed responsible for plans 
o form a mob to take Banks from 
he prison walls here, it was learned 
Sunday. 
• 
S. L. Todhunter, warden ,of the pen- 
tentiary, who has charge of Banks 
and severa lother condemned negroes, 
said that two men who said they were 
spokesmen for a mob, called on him 
Saturday and told him of their inten- 
tion to tako Banks. They asked War- 
den Todhunter if he would turn the 
negro over to them peaceably. The 
warden told them he would resist any 
any such effort arid urged them to 
give up the idea. They left, promising 
that nothing would be done for "sev- 
eral days." 


Warden Todhunter said the two told 


him farmers living in Saline county 
and western Pulaski county were -re- 
sentful because of the report that 
Banks would escape the electric chair. 


Warden Todhunter said that Banks, 


whose case was appealed to the Ark- 
ansas Supreme Court last week, would 
not be turned over to the Texas offi- 
cers or any other authorities, and that 
he would be held and executed, un- 
less the court or the governor pre- 
vented the penalty from being car- 
ried out. 
"The electric chair and equipment 


have been moved to the state farm 
near Tucker and most of it has been 
installed," Warden Todhunter said. 
Banks was scheduled to be electro 
uted Friday, but the appeal to th 
upreme Court automatically stays hi 
xecution. The Texas prison officials 
ave not even communicated with m 
bout Banks. 
"I sincerely hope no attempt will .b 


made to take the prisoner. If ah at 
tempt is made, there will be plent 
of opposition."

ST. LOUIS.— (I?) —The Reconstruc- 


tion Finance Corporation late Monday 
filed a motion in federal court asking 
appointment of trustees to inquire into 
deals involving the Missouri Pacific 
railroad and the Allegheny Corpora- 
tion, controlled by the Van Sweringen 
brothers, in which it is charged ex- 
cessive prices were paid for properties 
by the Missouri Pacific. 


Deals which the motion says should 


be set aside were the purchase of ter- 
minal property in Kansas City for 
$13,000,000 by the Missouri Pacific and 
of the St. Joseph (Mo.) Belt Railway 
for $4,600,000 «y the same railroad. 


The R. F. C. alleges the amount list- 


ed as the purchase price in each deal 
was "greatly in excess of the actual 
consideration and greatly in excess of 
the actual market value." 


The R. F. C., which made large loans 


to the Missouri Pacific before it re- 
cently filed a debtor's petition under 
the new bankruptcy law, also asks 
that execution of contracts totaling 
$20,334,000 through, President 
L. W. 


Baldwin and Secretary William Wyer 
of the Missouri Pacific, with Terminal 
Shares, Inc., "be'looked into for the 
benefit of all concerned." 


The Missouri Pacific railway acquir- 


ed the property mentioned in the suit, 
it is alleged, by purchase from the 
Terminal Shares, Inc., which acquired 
it from the Allegheny Corporation, 
he original purchaser. All of the con- 
cerns were said to be controlled by 
the Van Sweringens. 


The Finance Corporation said the 


road has defaulted on $23,134,800 loan- 
ed it by the R. F. C. and that creditors 
are entitled to havfe a thorough inves- 
tigation made of the recent purchases 
and sale of the property. 'The court is 
asked to appoint {t disinterested trus- 
tee or several disinterested trustees to 
investigate.

The Index of the value per acre of 


farm real estate for the United States 
as a whole ns of March 1. 1033. aver- 
aged 73,- compared with an index of 
89 on March 1, 1932. and of IOC on 
March 1, 1931, according to estimates 
by the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics. This index is based on aver- 
age values for the years 1912 to 1914. 


The declines from a year ago have 


been widespread, and over a consider- 
able part of the country they have 
been reasonably uniform, reflecting 
the continued declines in farm income. 
From 1929 to 1932 gross income from 
farm production decreased a Tittle 
more than half. During the same per- 
iod farm real estate values dropped a 
little more than one-third. 


Of the various geographic divisions, 


the East North Central at 62 and West 
North Central States at 64 were the 
lowest values relative to pre-war. For 
ndividual states the indexes ranged 
rom 53 for Indiana to 80 for Michigan 
ind Wisconsin; and from 55 for Mis- 
iouri and South Dakota to 79 for 
Minnesota. 


The highest average values relative 
o pre-war were in the New England 
states, where the index for the group 
as a whole was 105. Indexes for in- 
dividual states in that region ranged 
rom 92 for New Hampshire to 124 for 
Connecticut. 


In the three Southern Geographic 


Divisions, the indexes for Individual 
states ranged from 57 for Georgia and 
South Carolina to 121 for Florida; from 
73 in Mississippi to 88 in Alabama; and 
from 76 in Oklahoma to 89 in Louis- 


na. 


Following the 1920 peak in farm real 


estate values—when the index mount- 
ed to 170—values declined rapidly for 
a few years, and then more slowly. 
During the years.'1928 and 1929 the 
average declines were small, and there 
were indications that substantial prog- 
ress had been made toward readjust- 
ment. Subsequent greaks in prices of 
farm 
products, however, brought 


greatly reduced farm 
incomes 
and 


precipitated a new wave of forced 
selling and declining real estate values.

"birth control does not necessarily 
mean family limitation alone but plan- 
ning for and spacing children as the 
\vhole welfare of the family may in- 
dicate. 


"It is denied that the practice of 


birth control," declared Mrs. Cornish, 
"will lead to race suicide." She said 
that birth control has been practiced 
for a half century in Holland and that 
the birth rate has increased. 


"I have no fear of women wanting 


babies," she said. "With the natural 
instinct of motherhood this problem 
will take care of itself, provided that 
the mother believes her child will 
have reasonable economic advantages. 


"In view of the evident need of birth 


control, the public has been singularly 
apathetic. The question is a complex 
one, and we must face it without 
squeamishness and without prejudice. 
It should be regarded as a purely per- 
sonal matter. Until physicians and 
laymen are aroused from their leth- 
argy, progress will 
necessarily be 


slow."

"China," stated the Rev. Mr. Strass- 


ner, "dates her history to 2209 B. C. 
Japan's present civilization began in 
400 A. D., and is the result of an a 
mixture of immigrant peoples with 
those on the Islands at that time, of 
whom we know very little. Even the 
religion of Japan is hybrid, being bas- 
ed on Shintoism, strongly tinged with 
Buddhism." 


"Since the doors of Japan were 


opened by Commodore Perry, her ad- 
vancement has been very rapid. Hei 
expansion has been likewise develop- 
ed at a pace almost unequaled in the 
history of the nations of the world. 
She has sent her young men to every 
country of the world, especially to 
America, where they have been edu- 
cated in our colleges and pniversi- 
ties, only to return to their native land 
just as thoroughly Japanese as ever, 
but capable of injecting their learn- 
ing and the ideas of Western progres- 
siveness which they had imbibed into 
the life-stream of their country's peo- 
pie." 


While discussing the acquisition of 


many islands of the Pacific formerly 
under the dominion of Germany, the 
Rev. Mr. Strassner stressed the fact 
that Japan joined the League of Na- 
tions, received its benefits, was so 
consistently unruly as to be termed 
the "bad'boy" of the League, forfeit- 
ed the islands over which she exer- 
cised mandatory power, 
and 
then 


withdrew from the League and there- 
by gave notice to the world that she 
intends to hold these islands at all 


costs. 


"Sh« has h«f eyes on the 


pMtes," said the ftev. Mr, Slraamer, 
"and Just as Boon as thfe United States 
grants them their freedom, iJapan Will 
make a move to acquire them and 
means to be in a pbsition io do 9o 
When that time comes. 


"Nations are merely a group ,of in- 


dividuals In their greed tor power. 
Consequently they reach olit.for.mttre 
hnd more territory and unless ade- 
quate armaments and 
fortlfifcations 


block the aggressors, territory is lost 
by the weaker countries. Japan is an 
Oriental nation, she does; hot view 
the .world from th^ Occidental stand* 
ard, and when she is dominated;by a 
WaMIke government, as she,is.. tdday, 
there can be but one conclusion as1' to 
her .program,' 


"The rest of the world desires peace 


above all things, and President Roose- 
velt is furthering this ideal, but so 
long as treaties are broken whenever 
it is expedient to do so by any and all 
nations, and When one great power is 
following the plan adopted by''-Japan, 
our. only salvation lies :iri prepared- 
ness—the best possible insurance of 
World-wjde peace."

The Index of the value per acre of 


farm real estate for the United States 
as a whole ns of March 1. 1033. aver- 
aged 73,- compared with an index of 
89 on March 1, 1932. and of IOC on 
March 1, 1931, according to estimates 
by the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics. This index is based on aver- 
age values for the years 1912 to 1914. 


The declines from a year ago have 


been widespread, and over a consider- 
able part of the country they have 
been reasonably uniform, reflecting 
the continued declines in farm income. 
From 1929 to 1932 gross income from 
farm production decreased a Tittle 
more than half. During the same per- 
iod farm real estate values dropped a 
little more than one-third. 


Of the various geographic divisions, 


the East North Central at 62 and West 
North Central States at 64 were the 
lowest values relative to pre-war. For 
ndividual states the indexes ranged 
rom 53 for Indiana to 80 for Michigan 
ind Wisconsin; and from 55 for Mis- 
iouri and South Dakota to 79 for 
Minnesota. 


The highest average values relative 
o pre-war were in the New England 
states, where the index for the group 
as a whole was 105. Indexes for in- 
dividual states in that region ranged 
rom 92 for New Hampshire to 124 for 
Connecticut. 


In the three Southern Geographic 


Divisions, the indexes for Individual 
states ranged from 57 for Georgia and 
South Carolina to 121 for Florida; from 
73 in Mississippi to 88 in Alabama; and 
from 76 in Oklahoma to 89 in Louis- 


na. 


Following the 1920 peak in farm real 


estate values—when the index mount- 
ed to 170—values declined rapidly for 
a few years, and then more slowly. 
During the years.'1928 and 1929 the 
average declines were small, and there 
were indications that substantial prog- 
ress had been made toward readjust- 
ment. Subsequent greaks in prices of 
farm 
products, however, brought 


greatly reduced farm 
incomes 
and 


precipitated a new wave of forced 
selling and declining real estate values.

mean family limitation alone but plan- 
ning for and spacing children as the 
\vhole welfare of the family may in- 
dicate. 


"It is denied that the practice of 


birth control," declared Mrs. Cornish, 
"will lead to race suicide." She said 
that birth control has been practiced 
for a half century in Holland and that 
the birth rate has increased. 


"I have no fear of women wanting 


babies," she said. "With the natural 
instinct of motherhood this problem 
will take care of itself, provided that 
the mother believes her child will 
have reasonable economic advantages. 


"In view of the evident need of birth 


control, the public has been singularly 
apathetic. The question is a complex 
one, and we must face it without 
squeamishness and without prejudice. 
It should be regarded as a purely per- 
sonal matter. Until physicians and 
laymen are aroused from their leth- 
argy, progress will 
necessarily be 


slow."

Japan Is Indicted 
by Forum Speaker 


Rev, Q. F. X. Strawner Ad- 


dresses B. & P. W. Open 


Meeting at City Hall 


The Rev. Geo. F. X. Strassner, pas- 


tor of Our Lady of Hope Catholic 
church, was presented Monday night 
by Miss Jean Laseter, chairman of 
the International Relations Commit- 
tee of the Hope B. &. P. W. club, as 
the speaker on the second open meet- 
ing being sponsored monthly by this 
committee. 


A fair-sized crowd greeted the Rev. 


Mr. Strassner in the council room of 
the city hall and those present felt 
amply repaid. 


In discussing "Japan and the Is- 


lands of the Pacific," the Rev. Mr. 
Strassner stated that his discussion 
was necessarily one-sided, since Japan 
aims to become a world empire and in 
order to become such is not only pro- 
gressive, but aggressive. She tasted 
victory in her conflict with the Rus- 
sians early in this century. Her par- 
ticipation in the 
World 
war 
was 


prompted solely by the desire for fur- 
ther aggrandizement which was grat- 
ified—and during the past fourteen 
years she has greatly enhanced her 
political position. 


"China," stated the Rev. Mr. Strass- 


ner, "dates her history to 2209 B. C. 
Japan's present civilization began in 
400 A. D., and is the result of an a 
mixture of immigrant peoples with 
those on the Islands at that time, of 
whom we know very little. Even the 
religion of Japan is hybrid, being bas- 
ed on Shintoism, strongly tinged with 
Buddhism." 


"Since the doors of Japan were 


opened by Commodore Perry, her ad- 
vancement has been very rapid. Hei 
expansion has been likewise develop- 
ed at a pace almost unequaled in the 
history of the nations of the world. 
She has sent her young men to every 
country of the world, especially to 
America, where they have been edu- 
cated in our colleges and pniversi- 
ties, only to return to their native land 
just as thoroughly Japanese as ever, 
but capable of injecting their learn- 
ing and the ideas of Western progres- 
siveness which they had imbibed into 
the life-stream of their country's peo- 
pie." 


While discussing the acquisition of 


many islands of the Pacific formerly 
under the dominion of Germany, the 
Rev. Mr. Strassner stressed the fact 
that Japan joined the League of Na- 
tions, received its benefits, was so 
consistently unruly as to be termed 
the "bad'boy" of the League, forfeit- 
ed the islands over which she exer- 
cised mandatory power, 
and 
then 


withdrew from the League and there- 
by gave notice to the world that she 
intends to hold these islands at all 


costs. 


"Sh« has h«f eyes on the 


pMtes," said the ftev. Mr, Slraamer, 
"and Just as Boon as thfe United States 
grants them their freedom, iJapan Will 
make a move to acquire them and 
means to be in a pbsition io do 9o 
When that time comes. 


"Nations are merely a group ,of in- 


dividuals In their greed tor power. 
Consequently they reach olit.for.mttre 
hnd more territory and unless ade- 
quate armaments and 
fortlfifcations 


block the aggressors, territory is lost 
by the weaker countries. Japan is an 
Oriental nation, she does; hot view 
the .world from th^ Occidental stand* 
ard, and when she is dominated;by a 
WaMIke government, as she,is.. tdday, 
there can be but one conclusion as1' to 
her .program,' 


"The rest of the world desires peace 


above all things, and President Roose- 
velt is furthering this ideal, but so 
long as treaties are broken whenever 
it is expedient to do so by any and all 
nations, and When one great power is 
following the plan adopted by''-Japan, 
our. only salvation lies :iri prepared- 
ness—the best possible insurance of 
World-wjde peace."
